II soutenait le champion et le 
commun des mortels; il a ete membre fondateur du 
Conseils des scouts de Philadelphie et fondateur et di- 
rigeant dissociations nationales et internationales 
dans le domaine de la medecine et de l’education 
physique; il preconisait ardemment les jeux olym- 
piques. 

Lors de la guerre de 1914 a 1918, il servit dans le 
Corps medical de l’Armee royale et mit sur pied un 
projet de readaptation pour les blesses. Il participa a 
la readaptation de la main-d’ceuvre frangaise. Ses me- 
thodes de chirurgie orthopedique furent adoptees par 
l’Armee britannique, l’Armee et la Marine ameri- 
caines et il fut inspecteur des hopitaux pour conva- 
lescents dans 1’Armee canadienne.

Il mourut a Phila- 
delphie en 1938.

STUDIO-MUSEUM 

Built as a grist-mill in 1830 it was restored 100 
years later by the great surgeon-sculptor, Tait Mc- 
Kenzie, as his studio and summer home. The Mill of 
Kintail is still a family home, in which the good doc- 
tor’s lofty studio is now a Museum, filled with over 70 
of his sculptures, including many originals, together 
with an impressive summary of his useful life, and a 
collection of regional Canadian pioneer effects. By 
arrangements between the owners and the National 
Capital Commission visitors are cordially invited to 
the Museum at stated times. 



ROBERT TAIT McKENZIE 

Tait McKenzie, gained world rank in three profes- 
sions as surgeon, physical educator, and sculptor. He 
was also an artist, athlete, soldier, and writer. 

Born in 1 867 in Almonte, Ontario, the son of Scot- 
tish pioneers, Tait McKenzie attended the Almonte 
High School; Lisgar Collegiate in Ottawa; and Mc- 
Gill University (B.A. 1889, M.D. 1892), where he 
was all-round gymnastic champion, a good hurdler, 
first-class boxer, member of the varsity football team, 
holder of the Intercollegiate High Jump record, keen 
swimmer and fencer. 
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CAPTAIN GUY DRUMMOND, OF THE 
BLACK WATCH OF CANADA

ALL-ROUND MAN 

On graduation Tait McKenzie became, at the same 
time, the first Medical Director of Physical Education 
in Canada; Demonstrator in Anatomy at McGill; per- 
sonal physician to the Governor-General of Canada. 
He also won world-wide acclaim by his original ideas 
on rehabilitative medicine expressed in private prac- 
tice in Montreal. He became fluent in French, and 
expert in the folklore, songs, and dances of Quebec. 
He was an active member of the Black Watch (Mi- 
litia) Royal Highlanders of Canada. 



SURGEON, PHYSICAL 
EDUCATOR, SCULPTOR 

While teaching anatomy Tait McKenzie sculptured 
four Masks of Expression on the face of an athlete 
undergoing Violent Effort, Breathlessness, Fatigue, 
and final Exhaustion. Subsequently he added sculp- 
ture to his professions of medicine and physical edu- 






cation; he has been considered by some as the great- 
est sculptor of athletes the world has ever known; he 
produced hundreds of portrait plaques, medals, mon- 
umental works, athletic studies, and war memorials, 
culminating in the Scottish-American War Memorial 
in Edinburgh. The Masks of Expression and the 
originals of the Edinburgh Memorial in full size are 
among the many renowned works seen in the Mill of 
Kintail Museum. 

From 1904 Tait McKenzie spent many years at. 
the University of Pennsylvania as full professor in 
the faculty of medicine and Director of Physical Edu- 
cation. He led successful campaigns to provide play- 
ing space for youths and adults in schools and 
crowded communities. He was a champion of cham- 
pions and of the ordinary man; a Founder of the Boy 
Scout Council of Philadelphia, founder and officer of 
several national and international professional asso- 
ciations in medicine and physical education, and 
strong advocate of the Olympic Games. 

In the 1914-18 war he served in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps and instituted a plan for the rehabili- 
tation of the wounded. He took part in the rehabili- 
tation of French manpower. His methods of ortho- 
paedic-surgery were adopted in the British Army, 
and in the U.S. Army and Navy, and he was Inspec- 
tor of Convalescent Hospitals for the Canadian Army. 
He remained a loyal Canadian citizen, and died in 
Philadelphia in 1938. 

Meanwhile, he restored the old Mill on the VUIth 
Line of Ramsay, Lanark County, Ontario, in the 
ruins of which he had played as a boy. This he re- 
named “Mill of Kintail” after the stronghold of the 
McKenzie Clan in the Highlands of Scotland.

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General 

The Mississippi Valley Conservation Authority has 
formulated projected goals and objectives. This has re- 
sulted in the preparation of a long range plan for the im- 
plementation of Authority projects. Most of the preliminary 
planning was undertaken by the Conservation Authorities 
Branch of the Department of Energy and Resources Manage- 
ment. Detailed results of the preliminary planning are 
found in the Mississippi Valley Conservation Report which 
is the basis of the long term plan for the Authority. 



Objectives and Goals 

Before undertaking any project, the Authority must 
have an idea of what it wants to do. This calls for a de- 
finition of the overall objectives and goals of the Authority. 
The following are these objectives and goals: 



-Management of all existing natural resources will be 
compatible with the needs and demands of the pop- 
ulation and the growth and development of municipal- 
ities . 

• The Authority will co-ordinate its activities with all 
other government and local agencies concerned with the 
natural resources and will establish two-way commun- 
ication between the Authority and these other agencies. 

Preservation of the natural environment, including areas 
of natural, scenic, biological and historical interest 
will be a part of the Authority's program. 



The Authority will encourage local municipalities and 

planning boards to adopt regulations and policies which 

are consistent with the objectives and plans of the 

Authority and will assist municipalities and plannino 
boards wherever possible. nning 



- The Authority will be involved in varying degrees in 
the fields of land use and planning, forestry, water 
control, biology, recreation, history and education. 

- Principles of multiple land and water use will be re- 
congised and utilized wherever possible, particularly 
in areas of higher population densities. 

- In co-operation with other interested agencies, the 
Authority will endeavour to ensure adequate stream 
flows and the improvement of the water quantity and 
quality of surface water supplies. 

- The Authority will be actively involved in the commun- 
ication of conservation principles to persons of all 
ages within the watersheds. 

- The Authority will participate in the conversion of 
marginal and sub-marginal lands to other more economic 
uses to the benefit of the residents of the watersheds. 

- The Authority will generally assist in helping to create 
a liveable environment for the resident and transient 
populations of the watersheds. 

The Plan 

The development plan of the Mississippi Valley Con- 
servation Authority is, of necessity, long range. Priorities 
for projects have to be established and constant review has 
to be made of these priorities. Immediate benefits will 
occur in many instances, but for the most part, the benefits 
are long term. 

General Programs 

Establish advisory boards including an Environmental 
Management Advisory Board which will assess and 
advise on the overall effect upon the en vironment of 
of all proposed developments in the Authority area.
